The company refused. 

Then Henshaw asked that 
the Galbraiths be given a 60 - 
day extension to allow them 
time to find a suitable place to 
live. 

The company again refused 
and “told me they would order 



Aged may get 
tax deferral 


Premier Barrett says his 
government is considering 
bringing in legislation to 
implement British Columbia’s 
first tax deferment program 
to benefit homeowners over 
65. 

He made the announcement 
in an exclusive interview with 
The Express, during which he 
also spelled out details of 
proposed tax deferments for 
small businessmen. 

Barrett said the proposals 
will be presented to the New 
Democratic Party caucus, 
which meets in Duncan Jan. 18 
and 19, prior to the Jan. 31 


opening of the legislature. 

He said taxation relief for 
senior citizens was a direct 
offshoot of proposals to permit 
those whose assessments and 
taxes have risen sharply in 
1974 to defer part of their 
taxes. 

“There has been an appeal 
by a number of people after 
hearing the idea of a tax 
deferment program: Why not 
give it to the over-65s as well. 
And that has some attractive 
features and we’ll certainly 
throw that in the hopper of 
discussion at the caucus 
meeting."

that the electricity to the 
house be cut off," Henshaw 
said. 

This week Galbraith 
received a letter from the 
company telling him that

Henshaw said he knows he

The government has not 
definitely decided to introduce 
Daylight Saving Time in B.C., 
Premier Barrett confirmed 
this week. 

Asked if the government 
might back down on the 
Tentative Feb. 3 change-over 
date, Barrett said: “I don’t 
know at this point.” 

"It’s up to Mr. Hall

recommendation in terms of 
the mechanism he’s using to 
gather information," he said. 
“So I’ll wait until I hear from 
him." 

The change-over was 
originally set for Jan. 6 but the 


government changed its mind 
at the last minute following 
protests throughout the 
province. 

Barrett said the government 
moved the dale ahead to 
February because it had been 
presented with "new in¬ 
formation that indicated that 
our original decision would do 
more harm than good, - 
especially in the northern part 
of the province where we 
didn’t get early feedback 
about the kids going back to 
school." 

“So we changed our mind 
and I think every government 
should be willing to change its 
mind.” 


Barrett reaffirms rebate promise 

A utopian premiums 


About 150,000 B,C. motorists 
will receive rebates on their 
government auto insurance 
premiums. 

Premier Barrett revealed 
this week that 12 to 14 per cent 
of motorists will find their 
Autoplan rates higher than the 
private rates they paid 
previously, but he reaffirmed 
hjs promise that every car 
owner who finds his rates are 
higher than 1972 wili receive a 
rebate. 

Officials estimate the 
rebates may total as much as 
$2.5 million. 

“I’ll say publicly that we’ll 
probably hit about 12 to 14 per 
cent, and those people are due 
a rebate and we want them to 
come back to us," Barrett said 
in an interview. 

The separate $10 driver’s

insurance fee will also he 
refunded, Barrett said, if the 
fee would bring the total in¬ 
surance cost up to a price 
greater than the individual 
paid previously. 

“We are standing by the 
promise, that’s very clear. 
The $10 fee for the owner- 
operator will be refunded 
along with the difference for 
the coverage that he’s getting 
now, compared with what he 
had before," he said. 

Drivers who must pay more 
than $10 for their driver’s 
insurance because of poor 
driving records will not be 
compensated for that in¬ 
creased cost however, Barrett 
said. 

“If you’re a darn fool driver 
you're going to pay a darn 
high price," he said. “And I’ll 


defend that policy ri ght d own 
the line.” 

Barrett also warned car 
owners not to include the cost 
of their car licence to their- 
total insurance cost since, 
although it is now included in 
the insurance package, it has 
to be paid every year anyway. 

Asked why there is such a 
high percentage of errors in 
the insurance rates, Barrett 
blamed it on “lack of co¬ 
operation from the insurance 
companies." 

“It wasn't a desire to go out 
and soak them. It was based 
on the time we had available 
and the lack ot co-operation.” 
he said. 


"The major problem is 
really in the lack of in¬ 
formation we had to go on to 
set up the computer," he said. 
“The two things that are going 
to be problems are, firstly, a 
couple .of categories because 
we didn’t have the proper 
information. That is, in¬ 
dividual drivers are being 
overcharged. 

“The other problem is the 
time — early, early, early,” 
Barrett said, urging all British 
Columbians to get their in¬ 
surance settled as soon as 
possible to avoid a last minute 
rush 

Meanwhile Liberal leader 
David Anderson has charged 


the Insurance Corporation of 
B.C. with "discriminatory 
pricing policy" in allowing the 
rebates to certain motorists. 

In letters to federal Con¬ 
sumer Affairs Minister Herb 
Gray and B.C.’s minister. 
Phyllis Young, Anderson 
called for a federal in¬ 
vestigation of the matter 
under the Combines In¬ 
vestigation Act. 

That act prohibits anyone 
from discriminating against 
competitors by granting 
rebates or discounts to one 
competitor and not to another. 

“Even though the cost to the 
ICBC of writing, issuing an 
servicing an insurance policy 
is identical with respect to 
each in each category _ even 
though two citizens may be in 
exactly the same position in 


every respect as far as ICBC 
is concerned, one of those 
people may receive a lower 
premium based entirely on a 
previous and now terminated 
insurance policy with a 
private insurance company," 
Anderson said. 

“This is discrimination pure 
and simple. It is not fair 
pricing," he said. 

Anderson said he has talked 
to federal officials in Van¬ 
couver who said his case is 
strong enough to at least send 
the material to Ottawa for 
judgment. 

Asked her reaction to the 
charge. Young said she had 
not yet had time to read An¬ 
derson’s letter (Anderson 
gave copies of the letter to 
reporters before it was ac¬ 
tually delivered to Young.) 
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B.C. offers millions to buy 
mainland development firm 


The provincial government 
has announced its intention to 
purchase a medium-sized 
Vancouver land development 
corporation for 
approximately $5.8 million. 

Housing Minister Lome 
Nicol9on said the deal is 
conditional on the government 
acquiring at least 90 per cent 
of the shares of Dunhill 
Development Corporation, a 
property management 
company active in building 
condominiums, mainly on the 
Lower Mainland. 


The government is offering 
shareholders $4 28 per share. 
Trading in company shares 
closed on the stock market 
Wednesday at $2.25 a share. 

Nicolson said Dunhill is a 
profitable business and if it 
were liquidated he "thought” 
the purchase price could be 
recovered. 

Dunhill will operate as a 
crown corporation, he said, 
continuing in land 
development, construction 
and property management. 
The staff of 34 on the 


management team will be a 
major asset, he said. 

But the minister was 
reluctant to say what the 
government is acquiring by 
purchasing the company or to 
say who first suggested the 
deal. 

He did disclose that the 
government was interested in 
the land bank of Dunhill as 
well as properties it has 
already developed He said 
one of its properties is on 
Burnaby Mountain and a 
number of other major land 


holdings are in Vancouver. 

He refused to say how much 
land the company held but 
added that one of its assets is 
its options on land Vern 
Paulus. president of Dunhill, 
said major shareholders, who 
hold 80 per cent of the 
company’s shares, intend to 
accept the government offer. 

The major shareholders are 

Dunhill employees and an 
investment company. Malibu 
Management Ltd . which is 
owned by Faulus. Malibu is 
the company involved in 


subdivision which was flooded 
in Kamloops two years ago. 

Dunhill became a public 
company in 1968 and in the 
last fiscal year showed gross 
revenues in excess of $12 
million. 

In the past two years 
Dunhill has built 750 
condominiums in the $15,000 to 
$60,000 range. Most 
developments have centred 
around the Lower Mainland, 
specifically North Vancouver 
and Burnaby, but other 
developments have been built 
around the province. 


Under the plans being 
considered, persons who 
consider themselves to be 
facing hardships due to 
sharply increased property 
taxation may apply to the 
provincial government to 
have taxes frozen at the 1973 
level and the balance deferred 
— to l>e collected when the 
property is sold. 

This is intended to assist 
small businessman, some of 
whom are facing assessments 
from 100 to 300 per cent above 
1973 levels. Barrett said these 
higher assessments might not 
result in higher taxes because 
mill rates may be lowered in 
many municipalities. 

However, if the merchant 
considered his new level of 
taxation was a burden, he 
could, on a voluntary hasis, 
apply for a tax deferment. 

Using the same principle, a 
homeowner over 65 could 
apply for a deferment of taxes 
above the 1973 level with the 
province to collect the 

deferred taxes from the 
estate. 

Premier Barrett said this 
would not interfere with 
municipal budgets because 
the province could advance 
the cash to the municipality as 
if the full property tax had 
been paid. 

Property taxes are expected 
to go up substantially on 
commercial buildings and 
undeveloped land because of 
amendments to the 
Assessment Equalization Act 
removing the 10 per cent a 
year limit on assessment 
increases. The act also 
established a 50 per cent of 
value base for 
assessments. 

The 10 per cent limit now 
applies only to private homes 
and farms. 

Barrett said the government 
would alleviate any hardships 
created by the new 
assessments but would not 
phase-in the increases. 

“I suppose it would be 
simpler (to phase-in the in¬ 
creased assessments) but 
then you know that’s really not 
grasping the nettle," Barrett 
said. 

“I made it clear this is the 
first step when we introduced 
this last year. And if you get 
mayors alone privately they’ll 
tell you off the record: Yes, 
the government is right, 
they’re doing the right thing. 
But politically it’s not ex¬ 
pedient for the mayors to 
come out publicly and say, 
Right on,’ he added. 

“If we stall on the basis of 
gradual increases then all we 
do is have gradual hostility 
build up. We’ve got to face the 
thing in terms of what it really 
is. Look, we inherited a 
terrible assessment mess 
from the Social Credit ad¬ 
ministration. Everybody is 
willing to admit that. I think, 
even some Socreds. 

“The fact is if you spin it out 
that way you’re not really 
facing the problem ” 

He said under Social Credit 
policies, owners of hotels and 
commercial properties were 
being subsidized by 
homeowners. People in 
husiness can charge off 
property tax increases against 
their income taxes, he said, 
but homeowners do not get 
this benefit- 

The new assessment plan 
would equalize assessments 
more fairly, he claimed 

Barrett said the government 
would, if necessary, extend 
the time for appealing 
assessments beyond the Jan. 


17 deadline, hut he strongly 
urged all those who think their 
assessment is too high to 
appeal right away. 

Because all assessments 
have been mailed out and can 
be appealed immediately, 
there should be no need to 
extend the Jan. 17 deadline but 
the government would con¬ 
sider a later deadline if there 
was a demonstrated need for 
more time. 

He also said there would be 
a detailed study of the 
Assessment Equalization Act

to see if further changes were 
necessary. 

“I don’t think politicians can 
avoid their responsibilities in 
this regard. Therefore 1 don’t 
accept the idea of a royal 
commission. I said a week ago 
that perhaps an all-party 
committee- — and 1 un¬ 
derstand the official leader of 
the opposition is calling for 
that now .’’ 

He said assessment policies 
should involve ail parties, not 
Just the NDP. 

He said that, at the time the 
Assessment Equalization Act 
was changed, Social Credit 
was silent in the legislature 
and the Liberals and Con¬ 
servatives ' made helpful 
suggestions. 

Now some critics were 
provoking a mild hysteria on 
the issue. 

“Some people are receiving 
o )argc increase in then 
assessments now. I’ve said: 
Well, would you sell your 
property at the assessed value 
and of course they say no. but 
they realize their assessment 
in many instances has been 
low. 

“We’re raising those 
assessments to their proper 
level. That does not mean 
necessarily that their taxes 
will go up. If. however, there 
are cases of hardship and 
taxes do go up. causing hard¬ 
ships for small businesses and 
other people, then I have 
promised we will work out 
some formula to protect 
them.” 

If the government puts a 
high priority on tax deferment 
policies, the legislation could 
he introduced early in the next 
session of the legislature 
which begins Jan. 31. 

Barrett said that while, in 
some cases, there had been 
sharp percentage increases in 
assessment, actual tax in¬ 
creases would not be large. 

For example, he said, a 24- 
unit motel in the Okanagan 
with 130 feet of lake frontage 
has a current market value of 
$250,000 and it paid $3,126 in 
taxes in 1973. Its estimated 
taxes for 1974 arc $4,397. 

He said $4,397 did not seem 
like a high tax for a place 
worth a quarter of a million 
dollars. Assessment in 1973 
was $63,817. rising to $91,096 
this year.

Said Ostler: "Oh. he can 
pay A fine would he the best 
thing for him. He has no 
trouble getting work. The 
trouble he has is keeping it 
and avoiding the bottle." 

But he warned Taylor that 
such leniency might not 
happen again because "the 
public has to be protected.” 
Taylor was fined $500 and put 
on probation for one year 

Much of the court week was 
devoted to a preliminary 
hearing of a two-count charge 
of attempted murder and rape 
against Robert Wayne 
Thibeau. 23. of New 
Westminster. The hearing,

OCEAN FALLS — Layoffs 
of up to 70 men and the 
shutdown of one newsprint 
machine at the provincially- 
owned mill loom here because 
of a lack of rain. One of the 
wettest points on the B.C. 
coast with an annual average 
rainfall of 172 inches. Ocean 
Falls is experiencing a 
drought which has left Long 
Lake, where the mill gets its 
water and power, seriously 
low. 

The Novemher-Decemher 
rainfall totalled 25 inches, 
compared to the usual 45.

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Capital here to stay—Barrett 


Premier Barrett gave an 
assurance this week that he 
and his cabinet have a “deep 
commitment” to maintaining 
Victoria as the seat of 
government, and embellishing 
the capital’s image. 

Barrett also left wide open 
the possibility that his 
government may establish a 
Provincial Capital Com¬ 
mission, along the lines of 
Ottawa’s National Capital 
Commission. 

But he stressed that if such a 
commission is created, it will 
not involve any loss of 
jurisdiction for Victoria city 
council. 

The premier’s comments on 


maintaining the traditional 
capital role of Victoria 
followed a warning by 
Esquimau “NDP MLA Jim 
Gorst, that municipal leaders 
should view with concern the 
recent loss of government 
services to the lower 
mainland. 

Gorst's statement, he said, 
reflected “commendable 
chauvinism . . . commendable 
fighting by a local MLA.” 

But one of the main reasons 
why Victoria lost the In¬ 
surance Corporation of B.C., 
for instance, was the chronic 
lack of office accommodation 
in the city. 

“Look, we have a 


tremendous lack of facilities 
here," Barrett said in an in¬ 
terview. 

“The Socreds goofed on the 
Belmont Building and let that 
slip through their fingers into 
private hands, and we’re tied 
into leases there.” (A 
reference to the fact that the 
federal government leased the 
building to local developer 
Sam Bawlf, who in turn leased 
office space to the province). 

“And there are many other 
areas where the former ad¬ 
ministration was just blind to 
the kind of growth that was 
taking place in their own 
government. We found people 
tucked into nooks and cran¬ 


nies all over the place.” 

Barrett said the only answer 
is to build new office ac¬ 
commodation. starting 
probably this year, in modest 
facilities dispersed through 
the city rather than bigger 
complexes. 

"We hope to goodness we ll 
f)e building in '74. We’re 
desperate for space, and 
certainly the money is 
available," he added. 

Asked if he favors the 
proposal for a provincial 
capital commission, Barrett 
said: “Gorst has been pushing 
that very hard and I think 
Gorst is getting support. 

"But if that happened there 


would he no way the city of 
Victoria would lose any of its 
sovereignty I tell you quite 
honestly that we have a deep 
commitment to Victoria as the 
seat of government 

"Many of us in cabinet have 
a personal interest in the 
historv of this city That’s why 
I've been a very strong sup¬ 
porter of (Public Works 
Minister) Bill Hartley's 
program to restore the 
Legislative Buildings. 

The premier said his 
government has "very good 
relations” with the city ad¬ 
ministration. and has already 
worked closely with the city on 
a couple of projects. 


He termed Mayor Peter 
Pollen a “very active and 
aggressive" civic leader, and 
said that while the NDP 
govemmet and Pollen don’t 
see eye-to-eye on all issues 
"we’re on the same wave 
length in terms of what we feel 
about the city " 

“We find that the mayor is 
most co-operative and most 
forthright in putting his point 
of view across, and that’s 
good," Barrett said. 

Barrett confirmed that last 
year he appointed a special 
cabinet committee to look into 
the question of provincial 
support for a convention 
centre, or combined cultural- 


convention centre in Victoria. 

But. when a reporter noted 
the committee appeared to 
have done nothing to date. 
Barrett remarked: "Well. I 
think they have.'' 

He didn't know, he said, 
what progress with the 
scheme could lie expected 
during 1974. adding that would 
be up to the committee. 

Would the provincial 
government support the city’s 
request for a change in the 
Municipal Act, to allow 
municipalities greater control 
over the design and ap¬ 
pearance of buildings? 

Barrett said that would he 
up to Municipal Affairs 


Minister Jim Lorimer to 
initiate, but he said in general 
terms he.has "great em¬ 
pathy" for that goal 

"I find it attractive to get 
people to understand the 
necessity to preserve beauty," 
he said. 

“I don’t think we’re any 
more clever than the 
Americans on the west coast, 
but we can sure learn from 
their bad mistakes . . the 
plastic kind of city develop¬ 
ments they have, we've got to 
avoid those. 

“You know, the people with 
the bridge syndrome in the 
cities." 


Questions and answers 


B.C. welfare 


dropping 


As B.C.'s minimum wage 
rate is boosted and transit 
systems are improved, the 
number of welfare recipients 
is dropping and will continue 
to drop, says Premier Barrett. 

Barrett produced no figures 
to back up his claim, but told 
Express reporters the trend is 
already apparent, “in¬ 
teresting" and bears wat¬ 
ching. 

"The more we expand 
transit, and the minimum 
wage goes up, the poor find 
that it’s an advantage to take 
a job rather than stay on 
welfare,” Barrett said. 

Taking /obs 

"Welfare under capitalism 
is a means of subsidizing low- 
paying jobs. And we’re 
proving with the higher 
minimum wage that we’re 
getting people off welfare to 
take jobs, because they can 
make more money than they 
can on welfare.” 

The minimum wage is now 
$2.25 per hour, and goes up to 
$2.50 this summer. 

Looking back on the 16 
months since the NDP swept 
to power in B.C.. Barrett said 
the government’s 
achievements that have given 
him the greatest personal 
satisfaction are the Mincome 
and Pharmacare (free 
prescription drugs) programs 
for senior citizens. 

He saiu there have been 
many other exciting and 
rewarding developments in all 
fields of government activity, 
but overshadowing those are 
the constant reminders of how 
the elderly appreciate what 
has been done for them. 

No stigma 

"We get letters all the time 
— my wife and I got several at 
Christmas time, especially — 
from people 65 and over who 
say they no longer feel the 
stigma of welfare," he said. 

"They look upon the Min¬ 
come program as exactly 
what it is: The community 
responding to their needs at a 
minimum level with no 
questions asked." 

B.C.’s economy, the civil 
service, labor relations — 
these and other topics were 
covered in an hour-long Ex¬ 
press interview with the 
premier, set out in question- 
and-answer format: 

Q. How do you view British 
Columbia’s economy for 1974? 

A. I anticipate no severe 
economic disruptions in the 
province. We’ve had a very 
good year as the budget in the 
next few weeks will indicate. 
We will have the renewal of 
our major contracts, and both 
labor and management will be 
testing the new labor 
legislation. If we can see a 
new spirit of understanding 
between labor, management 
and government we’ll have

the best year we’ve ever had 
in B.C. 

Q. You’re looking, then, at a 
gross provincial product of 
about Si4 billion this year if 
there are no strikes? 

A. It could reach that. The 
idea that capital is fleeing 
British Columbia because of 
the socialist government is a 
myth. Even the most rigid 
critics of the NDP will have a 
hard time to justify their 
criticisms after our first 
budget, following our first full 
year of administration 

Q. The capital isn’t fleeing 
hilt (here is a waiting game 
going on . . . 

A. The waiting game in the 
forest industry is self- 
inflicted, it’s essentially 
i elated to local decisions 
rather than international 
decisions. But I expect that 
any proven delays of a year 
ago will be eliminated this 
year. You can’t just let capital 
sit back that way, ar.d they 
know it. And that hasn’t hori 
us. We’ve got a pretty hot 
economy as it is now. 

Q. The concern is that it’s 
cumulative. If thev don’t 


expand in • ining and forestry 
then two or three years from 
now it could begin to have an 
effect on the economy. 

A. If it was a monopoly 
situation, which in some in¬ 
stances might have been the 
case in the past in B.C , then of 
course a monopoly could hold 
back. But now the Crown is 
involved, too. What are these 
hoys afraid of. a little com¬ 
petition? If the Crown goes 
ahead and expands, if these 
hoys want to stay in the 
ballgame. they're going to 
have to move too. They say 
competition trims off the fat. 
That’s what they’ve told me 
for years. So here we are. 

Q. Do vou see the govern¬ 
ment filling in some of the 
gaps, taking up some of the 
slack in the economy? 

A. We said in the election 
campaign that under no 
circumstances would we allow 
the responsible growth — not 
boom growth — of this 
province to be curtailed by 
international corporations at 
their whim. We have 
demonstrated that in two 
areas: Ocean Falls and 


Columbia Cellulose. We have 
set out deliberately to stabilize 
secondary industry in the 
province and that’s still our 
goal. I’ll be going to Japan in 
April and that’s also related to 
our expansion plans in terms 
of stabilizing the industry. Not 
growth for growth’s sake, but 
certainly growth to meet the 
kinds of problems that we 
have. 

Q. What about unem¬ 
ployment? 

A. Unemployment — not a 
major problem. It’s a 
problem, but not a major 
problem. 

Q. Are you planning to do 
anv specific thing to en¬ 
courage the mining industry 
and forest industry to expand? 

A. It was my mpderstanejing 
that profit incentive was the 
reason for expansion and 
they’ve had plenty of in¬ 
centive. They’ve made a lot of 
money. Look at our petroleum 
corporation, the thing that 
was to ruin the natural gas 
industry. We’ve stabilized that 
industry in a way that it’s 
never beetv stabilized before. 
And I think the people of B.C. 
are going to get a darned good 
refund, a return, on their 
natural gas. The Socreds were 
giving it away. 

Mum on steel 

Q. What about the steel 
mills? Has the government 
made anv progress in 
negotiations to have one built 
in the province? 

A. No comment. 

Q. Ilvdro chairman David 
fass-Reggs said about four 
months ago the province was 
taking a second look at a 
natural gas pipeline for 
Vancouver Island. 

A. We expect some reports 
on that shortly. One of the 
problems is that no one has 
shown it would be absolutely 
safe. If you go for liquefied 
natural gas, you lose 25 per 
cent in conversion but, on the 
other hand, liquefied natural 
gas employs more people 
because you’ve got tugboats 
and barges moving hack and 
forth, whereas a pipeline is a 
one-shot economic deal. 

Q. Have you changed vour 
mind about nuclear power for 
Vancouver Island? 

A. No. Did you see that 
television program the other 
night, where they interviewed 
the person who set up the first 
nuclear bomb and he said 
terrorists could now get ac¬ 
cess to wastes to make a 
nuclear bomb they could 
carry in a suitcase? There are 
no controls on those wastes. 

I’m not happy with the kinds 
of programs that are being 
presented and I don’t want to 
he responsible for bringing 
nuclear power to this 
province. 

Cabinet shuffle 

Q. What about rumors of a 
cabinet shuffle — perhaps 
after the spring session of the 
legislature? 

A. Well there are always 
rumors of a cabinet shuffle. 
How can you answer a 


question like that? Say yes, 
say no, say maybe or say 
nothing. I said nothing. 

Q. What about progress in 
proclaiming the Labor Code. 
It was promised for Jan. 1. Is 
there a reason for the delay? 

A. I think they’re still 
working on the personnel 
question, texpect it by the end 
of January. 

Q. How manv new civil 
servants have you hired since 
vou’ve taken office? 

A. I don’t know, you’ll have 
to ask the Provincial 
Secretary. You know that 
there were thousands who 
were known as "permanent 
temporaries" under the 
Socred administration, many 
of whom had been working for 
15 or 20 years. We gave those 
people the permanent status 
that was due them. This was a 
device used by the former 
administration to give the 
impression that there were a 
lot less civil servants than 
there were. So when they (the 
opposition) give figures of 
great numbers of civil ser¬ 
vants that we’ve hired, that’s 
nonsense. In terms of new 
civil servants, yes, we’ve 
hired them. People wanted 
more hospitals. That means 
hiring more nurses, more 
nurses' aides, more at¬ 
tendants. 

Q. You think the large in¬ 
crease in the civil service is 
iustified then? 

A. People wanted better 
services in many areas. You 
can’t have better services 
unless you hire people. It’s 
interesting to note that just 18 
months ago on the hotlines of 
this province, and on the lips 
of most people, there were 
complaints about hospitals, 
about welfare, all the areas of 
human services. 

And today, what are the 


burning issues? The rise in the 
assessments. Not the tax 
notices but the rise in 
assessments. Are there 
current controversies raging 
around these issues any 
more? 

Q. On the topic of health, 
have vou read Dr. Foulkes’ 
report? (Resulting from a 14- 
month studv of all aspects of 
provincial health care.) 

A. No, I hope to get it soon I 
think the minister has a copy 
now. I hear it’s very exciting. 
Knowing Dr. Foulkes, it will 
be cause for much support and 
much criticism. We’re not 
committed to accepting it, 
though: we want to hear what 
he has to say. 

Q. What about housing? 
What are the government's 
plans this vear? You came 
under a great deal of fire in 
the fall session because of the 
housing shortage. 

A. Just say that my reac¬ 
tion was one of welcoming the 
question with happy an¬ 
ticipation of the budget. 

Bill 42 done 

Q. Do vou expect any more 
controversy over Rill 42 (the 
Land Commission Act to 
preserve parkland) this 
spring? 

A. We have done it and it’s 
over. No matter what ad¬ 
ministration succeeds us, that 
bill will stay. No ad¬ 
ministration will dare do away 
with it. It’s interesting that 
we've had a lot of inquiries 
from American states who 
want to do the same thing and 
are nervous about the same 
kind of reaction. They don’t 
know whether or not they are 
going to risk the trauma. 

Q. Mr. Barrett, are you 
enloving vourself as premier? 

* eve always enjoyed 


everything I’ve done. I’m a 
very lucky person. I have a 
very satisfactory personal 
life. What I’ve done outside of 
my personal life I’ve enjoyed 
very much. I’ve enjoyed being 
an MLA. I enjoyed being 
leader of the opposition, I 
enjoy being premier. But I 
don’t see me staying as a 
politician, dying.in my boots 
kind of thing. I never planned 
on that when I first came into 
politics. There’s no possibility 
of seeing me around for years 
and years. I’ve got other 
things I want to do. 


Not disillusioned 

Q. Have vou become 
disillusioned? 

A. No no way have I been 
disillusioned. I’ve had the i 
criticism I expected, the 
personal attacks. But we live 
in a democracy and it’s a 
great system. The greatest 
trap in this job is to think 
you’re something other than 
you are. That’s what happens 
to some politicians. I’m still 
the same kind of person I was 
before, and what I do per¬ 
sonally is pretty well just the 
same as I did before. 

Q. Have vou been able to 
achieve the things vou wanted 
to before vou got into politics? 

A. Some of them, some of 
them very quickly. 

Q. What’s been your 
greatest failure or disap¬ 
pointment? 

A. Well, I think the greatest 
failing, in terms of one par¬ 
ticular experience was on Bill 
42. We just assumed everyone 
would know what we were 
doing. Well, we were pretty 
naive about that.

A British motoring magazine I buy carries a column under 
tine banner ‘‘Cars 1 Have Owned”, in which enthusiasts recall 
the delights of open-roading in 1932 Alfa Romeo 8c 2.3 Litre 
supercharged short-chassis or taking in the sights of Rome from 
the driving seat of a 1939 Bentley 4*4 Litre overdrive model with 
a two-door Park Ward body. 

There are snags to driving in style and these are fairly 
pointed out in the column: Like the cocktail cabinet door 
sticking shut or the electrically-heated mink foot muff short- 
circuiting. 

In the next few columns 1 would like to present some of my 
finer motoring moments in a selection of ‘‘Cars I Have Owned.” 

The first that comes to mind is one of the best sellers in 
automobile history and has fans throughout the world. I mean 
the Volkswagen, Beetle or Bug. 

The latter descriptions are not slurs but terms of 
endearment when applied to this rugged, commonsense 
people’s car which has so consistently driven me clear round the 
bend. 

Driving through the narrow streets of Cambridge in 
England I had to bring the Bug to an abrupt stop, too, abrupt for 
an ambulance which hit mv car. leaving the twin tailpipes 
drooping and a rocker cover rocking on the road. 

Driving south through London the next Saturday lagainhad 
to brake fiercely and stopped behind another car with only an 
inch to spare. The following car was still travelling at the 30 mph 
speed limit and the Volkswagen became a crushed Bug. 

'That night, while taking friends to the local pub, the Beetle 
became the victim of an ugly incident at an intersection. A 
marauder hit from the left, spinning the Bug and crushing a 
front fender. 

Despite the battering, the Beetle rattled along with 
mechanics in sound shape. Night driving was merely hairy as 
the headlights focussed on a spot about 12 feet in front of the 
bumper. 

Ten days later 1 returned to my parked car to find a 
flattened rear fender. The gracious lady driver who reported the 
incident to the police was charged with careless driving. 

Giving evidence in court, I was asked to described what I 
had found upon returning to my car on such and such a day in 
the Year of Our Lord, in the County of... 

I told the magistrates, who knew my car: “Another dent.” 

Their reaction caused the prosecutor, a once valuable news 
source, to henceforth regard me as hostile to the case and 
further hostile in general. 

The Bug was rebuilt with new Continental bumpers 
gleaming over chromium, flared tailpipes. All was ready for a 
trip to take a boat round the Norfolk Broads. 

A friend was driving as I had injured my left shoulder. My 
shoulder happened to be against the windscreen when he 
smashed into another car, forcing me to barge the screen out of 
the frame. 

Luckily, it only rained for the next 40 miles as we drove on 
minus a screen and half a steering wheel. 

This time the thorax had been hit and the Beetle required a 
new front axle, fenders, bumpers, lights and a gas tank. 

During installation, a flexible pipe beneath the tank had 
been neglected and the refit had worn a hole. The smell of gas 
forced open-air driving until the day gas literally poured on to 
the road. 

Pushing the car, I was startled by a flash and turned to see a 
passer-by freaking out, having dropped a lighted butt on the 
spilled gas. 

I’ll mention briefly the time I caught a student swinging 
from a lamp-post to land on Kraut Can’s once-rounded roof, or 
its trip through a tulip bed in the centre of a traffic circle, to end 
this tale of a Bug. 

I sold it for 20 pounds less than it cost to buy.

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Watchdog course set 
by pollution board 


A towering smokestack 
scheduled for location 
February on the campus of 
University oi Victoria will 
emit atmospheric pollution 
with the approval of the 
provincial government’s 
Pollution Control Branch. 

The smokestack, adapted to 
emit various types of at¬ 
mospheric pollutants in the 
air. is part of an anti-pollution 
program for concerned en¬ 
vironmentalists offered by the 
branch. It will be used to train 
observers to measure smoke 
emission. 

“We’re offering this course 
for reasons of economics," 
explains Pollution Control 
Branch meteorologist Peter 
Sagert, who says it costs about 
$30 to train an observer, hut 
between $1,200 and $2,000 to do 
a source test and actually 
measure the discharge. 

Acting on reports from 
certified trainees, the branch 
will test industrial smoke¬ 
stacks to see if they meet' 
standards, he says. 

All plants must meet certain 
conditions to obtain Pollution 
Control Branch permits, says 
Sagert, and trained persons 
will be able to make 
reasonably accurate 
judgments whether conditions 
are being met. 

The course, to be offered 
initially to workers in industry 
and later to the public, will 
make use of the Air Emissions 
Field Enforcement 
Laboratory, a mobile unit 
which has been touring the 
province since October. 

Two practical classes “to 


try to get the eye conditioned 
to read smoke of different 
intensity” are planned along 


with a theory class. 

Cost of the course is 125 per 
person and if demand is 


sufficient. Sagert says, the 
course may he held every six 
months. 


ENVIRONMENT STUDIES 


B.C. doing too little' 


British Columbia is behind 
Ontario in teaching 
environmental studies in 
public schools, according to a 
report prepared for 
Environment Canada. 

But in that respect it is like 
most Canadian provinces 
which, the report charges, do 
little to teach children alxjut 
how environmental changes 
affect life and even existence. 

The report, prepared for 
Jack Davis, Canada 
Environment minister, 
blames this failure on 
provincial departments of 
education and resource 
management agencies. It also 
criticizes the federal 
government for not initiating 
environmental studies. 

Prepared by J. C. Rioux of 
Ottawa, the report said 
Canada lags much behind the 
U.S., Britain, Russia and 
European countries in 
environmental education. 

Rioux said environmental 
studies are rarely part of the 
public school curriculum, 
there is a shortage of teachers 
and resource materials, and 
little is being done to change 
this situation. 

Three universities — 
Waterloo, Calgary and York 
— offer degrees in

LONDON — The small 
shopkeeper, traditional 
cornerstone of Britain’s retail 
trade, faced a fight for his 
survival as the country’s 
energy crisis hit home to 
consumers this week. 

In the wake of a shortage of 
goods and panic buying 
brought on by the govern¬ 
ment’s enforced three-day 
work week, some shop owners 
were finding it almost im¬ 
possible to replace fast¬ 
emptying shelves. 


“The small shopkeeper may 
have to fight for survival,” 
warned Tom Lynch, president 
of the National Association of 
Small Shopkeepers.“One shop 
ordered 87 boxes of chocolates 
and got eight. Another ordered 
10,000 cigarettes and got 
5,000.” 

Some shortages — like 
bread — were largely 
imagined but others were 
real. For example, bottles and 
paper, already in short supply 
before the energy crisis, were 
hard to find. 


The paper shortage had 
already begun because of 
problems in the world lumber 
industry and an increasing 
demand for paper. 

There was a run on toilet 
paper this week. 

“Wives are buying two or 
three times as many toilet 
rolls as they would normally 
buy,” one paper manufac¬ 
turer claimed. With mills 
working at 65-per-cent 
capacity under die three-day 


work week ruling, 
manufacturers were having 
difficulty keeping up with the 
demand. 

The purchasing officer for a 
London firm said he was 
having trouble getting office 
supplies, including envelopes, 
paste, pencils and even 
typewriter parts. He said 
suppliers were turning down 
orders or refusing to give 
delivery dates.

1973 COST 
US PLENTY 


OTTAWA — Canada last 
year experienced its worst in¬ 
flationary year since 1951. 

The cost of living jumped 9.1 
per cent in 1973, paced by 
spiralling price costs of food, 
shelter and gasoline. 

The cost-of-living index 
showed an increase of six- 
tenths of one per cent between 
November and December and 
by year end, the high-priced 
food component was over¬ 
taken by the cost of housing. 
The housing index rose by 
eight-tenths of one per cent in 
December, accompanied by 
skyrocketing costs in main¬ 
taining a home. Fuel oil 


jumped 7 per cent in the final 
month. 

Food prices were mainly 
unchanged in the final month 
of 1973, Statistics Canada 
reported. 

But the cost of gasoline rose 
2.7 per cent and ended up with 
a year-long increase of 19 per 
cent, mostly in eastern 
Canada. 

Despite the levelling off of 
food in December, Statistics 
Canada produced some 
dismaying statistics for the 12- 
month period. 

Beef showed an increase of 
28 per cent while poultry costs 
rose 38 per cent, fish 29 per 
cent, pork 27 per cent and eggs 
40 per cent

Only one main road 
remained open in the nor¬ 
theast as continuing rains 
spread the flood south and 


west over millions of acres. 
Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam is attempting to work 
out a system of loans to flood 
victims but no one is able to 
estimate the damage. 


LONDON — Gale force 
winds lashed the west coast of 
Britain this week, killing four 
persons. A hoy was killed by 
metal flying off a roof, a 
woman died after a chimney 
blew down on her, a driver 
was killed by a falling tree and 
a fisherman was blown off his 
boat and drowned. 


MOSCOW — Antarctica is 
experiencing a heat wave, 
according to Soviet scientists. 
While temperatures plunged 
to the mid-20s in Victoria this 
week, the Soviet Vostok 
station near the South Pole 
recorded 58 degrees. The 
Vostok station also holds the 
record for the coldest ever 
registered in the world — 
minus 127 — in 1960.

were blamed for the bottle 
shortage. A Dairy Trade 
Federation spokesman said it 
was caused by people failing 
to bring back returnable 
bottles. Power restrictions, he 
added. stopped glass 
manufacturers from sup¬ 
plying enough new bottles to 
fill the demand. 

The run on bread was 
sparked by an announcement 
that bakers were planning a 5- 
per-cent cut in output to 
reduce wastage of unsold 


loaves and help conserve 
electricity. 

Housewives reacted by 
beseiging bake shops in many 
areas of the country and some 
shops were sold out after 
being open only two or three 
hours. 

“We just had to turn 
customers away.” a 
proprietor of a south London 
bakery said. 

But George Springall, 
chairman of the National 
Federation of Bakers, said 
there would be no shortage of 
bread. 

“There is no need to panic.” 
he said in an appeal for 


housewives to remain calm. 
"There won’t be any shor¬ 
tage." 

A packed House of Com¬ 
mons. returning from its 
Christmas recess for a two- 
day emergency session, gave 
Prime Minister Edward 
Heath's government a 
majority of 24 on a motion 
endorsing its handling of the 
coal crisis, 302-278. 

Heath also told the country 's 
260,000 coal miners that they 
would destroy the country by 
prolonging the crisis through 
demands for pay increases 
above the government's anti¬ 
inflation pay limits. 

He said the government 


“would he breaking faith with 
millions of other workers" by 
giving in to the coal miners 
and 29.000 railway engineers 
who also are demanding pay 
hikes above the limit.

Most of the controversy this 
week centered around coach 
Bud Grant of the Vikings. 
Grant called Delmar Stadium, 
the high-school field where his 
team has been preparing for 
the battle, "shabby" and 
unworthy of a "junior high 
school team.” Grant's main 
complaints were against the 
training room where there 
were no lockers, one table for 
coaches and generally poor 
accommodations, and the fact 
that his Vikings had to bus 20 
minutes to and from the field. 
The Dolphins were housed in 
the quarters of the Houston 
Oilers, who are in the 
American Conference with 
Miami. 

Peter Rozelle, 


commissioner of the NFL, 
reprimanded Grant for his 
statements and threatened to 
fine the coach. 

Meanwhile, Shula wasn’t 
exempt from problems either. 
Bachelors on the Dolphin 
team complained that 
mothers and girl friends 
should have been flown to 
Houston for the championship 
game. The Miami 
management had agreed to 
fly in wives of the married 
men — the bulk of the squad — 
and the unmarried members 
felt it was a kind of 
discrimination. 

The grey-haired, usualiy- 
humorless Grant met the sex 
issue head-on by saying: "My 
dad used to tell me that sex 
before a big game was a bad 
thing. I think my pop was a 
little old-fashioned."

Davis supports plan 


It appears relations between 
organized sportsmen and 
federal fisheries minister 
Jack Davis may be taking a 
turn for the better. 

B.C. Wildlife Federation 
president Ed Mankelow says 
directors of the organization 
recently had a fruitful 
meeting with the minister, 
after a wait of several years. 

"A wide range of subjects 
was covered." said 
Mankelow. "And we now feel 
we have a better un¬ 
derstanding of the problems 
facing the minister and those 
areas where our members can 
best work to assist him and his 
department.” 

Davis told directors his 
government strongly supports 
formation of an undersea park 
or protection area in Georgia 
Strait "hut requires provincial 
co-operation and support 
regarding some of the upland 
areas in order to make it a 
meaningful proposal.” 

Armed with this pledge, the 
Wildlife Federation can now 
concentrate efforts on getting 
the appropriate provincial 
authorities to act. 



the controversial salt-water 
sport-fishing licence will he 
implemented, Davis appears 
to have reconsidered his 
previous opposition to the 
proposal. 

The federation has been 
asking for a licence, which 
would provide added revenue 
to support conservation 
measures, for some time.

"He did qualify this to the 
extent that such a licence will 
only be instituted when he Van 
he assured that all funds 
derived from such a licence 
will he pul l>ack into the 
resource, a stipulation we 
definitely endorse.” 


"The minister has assured 
us that such is not the case,” 
Mankelow said. 

Davis stated stream- 
improvement programs would 
be accelerated and that "the 
cost benefit ratio on these 
programs have proven to he 
excellent." 


Although there hasn't been a 
formal announcement of when 


Mankelow added that 
directors were concerned that 
the massive hatchery 
program now underway 
"would be done at the expense 
of natural stream enhan¬ 
cement projects.” 


Possible flooding of the 
Skagit Valley also came into 
the discussion. 

Although Davis felt the 
Skagit would not be flooded 
and said he would be willing to 
do everything in his power to 
ensure this, Mankelow adds: 

"He felt in view of the fact 
that a legal contract existed 
between^.C. and Seattle City 
Light and Power, the only 
solution to the problem was a 
negotiated cash settlement 
and the longer we delay this 
the more it is going to cost.”

They average more than one 
goal a game and are more 
than two goals a game better 
defensively at home than they 
do on the road, where they 
have played head-hanging. 

By comparison, 
going into the Friday game 
against Canucks, the Seals 
were a .583 club in Oakland. 

And it hasn’t all been ac¬ 
complished against other 
losers. The Blues are 0-2 in 


Oakland this season. Chicago 
Black Hawks have managed 
onlv one point from two 
games, the Sabres were taken 
down again. 6-3. and Montreal 
Canadiens settled for a 2-2 tie 
in their first appearance. 
Minnesota North Stars, who 
tied for second place in the 
West Division last season and 
then got away badly this 
season, have had their 
comeback efforts slowed by a 
defeat and a tie in two 
Oakland games. 

Things could change when

CFL changes 
will be minor 


SAN FRANCISCO - Any 
changes in Canadian Football 
League rules this season will 
be minor. 

The league's rules com¬ 
mittee meeting here rejected 
proposals which would lower 
the value of a field goal to two 
points and which would give 
the opponent the ball at the 
line of scrimmage on un¬ 
successful field-goal attempts. 

The committee also 
defeated a motion to adopt a 
two-point conversion of a 
touchdown. 

Rule changes adopted by the 
committee, which must be 
ratified by the executive 
committee of the league, 
included: 

—The illegal use of a 
designated import will call for 


a 15-yard penalty and the CFL 
commissioner may take 
further disciplinary action 
against the team; 

—When a safety touch is 
scored, the team giving up the 
two points must kick from its 
35-yard line. (This rule 
previously applied only in the 
last three minutes of each 
half); 

—Noyards — previously, an 
offender often escaped a 
penalty because the referee 
used discretion on players at¬ 
tempting to get out of the way 
and on others who did not take 
part in the play. Now all 
players within the five-yard 
area will be penalized; 

—Separate penalties were 
set up for face-masking — five 
yards if the referee feels the 
offence was unintentional and 


15 yards if ruled as un¬ 
necessary roughness; 

—Teams now will be able to 
place as many men as they 
want on the line of scrimmage 
as long as the receivers were 
appropriate numbers and line 
up outside the interior 
lineman; 

—Under the objectionable 
conduct clause, a player 
throwing the hall at an op¬ 
ponent will receive a 10-yard 
penalty.

Happy Valley charm 
to suffer 

under tax increase 


Happy Valley has lost some 
of it cheer for one resident 
who is afraid his taxes may 
rise 1,600 per cent because of 
the government’s increased 
assessment policy. 

Boh Jones and a friend own 
a 33-acre piece of land on Neff 
Road in the Happy Valley 
area. 

Jones and his wife are 
building a house on one corner 
of the property which is high, 
rocky, has a minimum of flat, 
fertile areas and many rock' 
outcroppings. 

Last year, Jones’ 
assessment on the property, 
based on 20 per cent of the 
market value, was $1,637. This 
year, the assessment, based 
on 50 per cent of the market 
value, is $27,500. 

"The government ap¬ 
parently thinks the market 
value of my land has gone up 
600 per cent in one year,” 
Jones said this week. 

He worked out his taxes, 
based on the 1973 mill rate set 
by the government for 
unorganized areas, and found 
his taxes will increase 1,600 
per cent from $77 in 1973 to 
$1,400 this year. 

"The government can say 
that this land is bought for 
speculation, hut I didn’t buy it 
for that, I bought it to live on,” 
Jones said. 

He and his wife had hoped to 
move into their new home by 
this summer, but now Jones is 
leery of taking out a mortgage 
until he finds out if his taxes 
really are going to jump 1,600 
per cent. 

Jones has appealed his 
assessment, but feels that “it 
shouldn’t have happened in 
the first place. 

“There seems to be no 
rhyme or reason to the 
assessments — the pattern is 


very vague and I’d like to see 
at least some sort of struc¬ 
ture.” 


the new system is 
implemented " 

The new system will give 
the government full 
responsibility for the 
administration of justice in 
the province At present it 
directly handles county and 
supreme courts. 

The proposal was 
recommended by the Union of 
British Columbia 
Municipalities as a means of 
gaining some relief from 
soaring court costs estimated 
last year at $15 million 
province-wide. 

Macdonald said an 
integration of court services 
will "substantially improve 
court administration, develop 
more sophisticated 
management techniques, and 
equalize the service 
throughout the province." 

Of immediate concern, said 
Macdonald, is the growing 
backlog of cases in provincial 
courts. In Victoria there is a 13 
to 14 week backlog, the longest 
ever. In Vancouver and New 
Westminister the wait is six 
months or more. 

"In too many cases the 
RCMP have to provide the 
prosecution services in 
provincial court," Macdonald 
said. "We want to relieve the 
police of this responsibility 
and place it where it belongs, 
with legally trained 
personnel." 

Macdonald said he expects 
immediate steps will be taken 
to improve court room 
facilities where they are 
inadequate.

By Express Book Editor 

Pierre Berton has done it 
again! 

The Midas of Canadian 
publishing has put his magic 
touch on another source of 
income, one that doesn’t 
really take too much effort. 

It's a recycling of some of 
his TV interviews on recent 
facets of Canadian history, 
tied together with 
photographs and an inter¬ 
connecting narrative into a 
series of mini-hooks, bearped 
basically at a high-school age 
audience. 

Actual donkey-work of the 
compilations was handled by 
long-time magazine writer 
and researcher Janice Patton, 
hut each of the hooks bears the 
imprimatur (and cover photo) 
of the Master who in a self- 
laudatory preface to each 
takes full credit for the 
project. 

What he glibly refers to as 
“a new kind of media 
marriage . . which underlines 
a growing awareness that 
Canada's history is as exciting 
as that of any country on the 
globe” actually winds up as a 
dreary compilation of facts 
quoting over-exposed 
“authorities” who have 
already trotted out their views 
on the subject at hand many 
other times and places. 

To whit: We have James 
Gray and Max Braithwaite 
pontificating on How The 
Depression Hit the West and 
John (Machine-Gun) Kelly 
and one-time rumrunner 
Vince Doyle working their 
way around prohibition-era 
hootch-smuggling on what is 
basically supposed to be the 
story of the sinking of the 
Canadian schooner I’m Alone 
200 miles off-shore by trigger- 
happy U.S. T-Men in 1929. 

Neither offering delivers the 
punch, sparkle and impact we 
have come to expect from the 
Great Canadian Writing 
Machine. 

And neither subject 
generates much interest now 

— almost a hall-century after 
the fact. 

Of far more concern locally 

— and still fresh enough to 
spur discussion — is the 
subject matter of the third 
volume of those already to 
hand. The Exodus of the 
Japanese, dealing with the 
internment and property 
confiscation of the Nisei 
residents of the West Coast in 
the early Second World War 
days. 

This is a story all too in¬ 
frequently told and one of the 
blackest marks in Canada's 
hadly-hlotted history of 
treatment of its residents of 
Oriental descent. 

It is also a story which needs 
to be told. 

But not in the glossed-over. 
superficial treatment afforded 
it in the 48 scant pages of the 
“history we lived through” 
series. 


One purpose these chap- 
hooks might serve — and the 
magic name of Berton is 
enough to ensure them a wide 
readership — is to spur an 
interest in the events 
described. 

And. despite denigration hy 
the great Pierre, there are 
other and better sources 
available to the average 
reader on the majority of 
topics covered. 


Policeman 

convicted 

OTTAWA — A prominent 
Ottawa policeman, Detective- 
Sergeant Gordon Hicks, has 
pleaded guilty in court to 
shoplifting four steaks and a 
can of hair spray from a store 
Oct. 18. 

Sentencing was set for Feh. 
20 for Hicks, who was head of 
the homicide and robbery 
squad at the time of his 
suspension in October. 

Crown and defence counsels 
both asked the presiding judge 
to grant an absolute discharge 
for the policeman. 


Dr. Harry Scargill. head of 
the linguistics department at 
the University of Victoria, and 
author of several hooks on 
language, has another one 
coming out this month. 

It’s called Modern Canadian 
English Usage and it makes 
the point that language in 
Canada is alive and well and 
distinctively Canadian — 
though it’s not necessarily 
what we think it is. 

The book, published by 
McClelland and Stewart, is 
based on Scargill’s 1972 
Survey of Canadian English, 
an unprecedented nation wide 
survey which compared the 
English usage of grade nine 
students with that of their 
parents. 

A superficial look at the 
survey’s results might con¬ 
firm one’s suspicions that the 
“Canadian” language is being 
buried under an avalanche of 
Americanisms. 

Lieutenant, for example, is 
pronounced “lootenant” hy 70 
per cent of Canada’s grade 
nine students, and “center” 
has replaced “centre” as the 
majority preference of both 
age groups. 

About 75 per cent of 
Canadians are pronouncing 
schedule with “sk" and 80 per 
cent rhyme missile with 
thistle. 

But to Scargill these trends 
are “not simply a question of 
Americanization. It’s just that 
Canadians have a choice of 
two alternatives," and in most 
cases a drift toward one or the 
other is inevitable. 

“If Canadian English is 
moving, as it is, to the 
pronunciation of schedule with 
“sk,” this should not he in¬ 
terpreted as American in¬ 
fluence. Likewise, if Canadian 
English is moving to the 
pronunciation of lever to 
rhyme with heaver, this 
should not be interpreted as 
PHtish influence." 


"It is simply that Canadian 
English is making choices 
when British English and 
American English have no 
such choices." 

Scargill also points out that 
even American English 
originated in Britain. It 
became ’’American" only 
when Noah Webster published 
his first dictionary in the early 
1800s and opted for certain 
spelling and pronunciation 
alternatives. Earlier in 
England. Samuel Johnson had 
published his dictionary, 
favoring other alternatives 
now known as "British." 

Canadian English, because 
of historical tradition and 
geographical fact, has been 
influenced by both. 

“That’s a fact of life.” 
Scargill says. “That's 
Canadian English." 

Though he believes 
Canada’s nationalists are 
badly misguided in their at¬ 
tempts to stifle “American" 
usage, Scargill sides with the 
nationalists in his distaste for 
imported language textbooks. 

“English in Canadian 
schools must he taught hy 
teachers who know what 
Canadian English is. Im¬ 
ported language texts. British 
or American, should not be 
tolerated in Canadian schools. 

“They take no account of 
Canadian English and, as a 
result, make statements and 
propose rules so far removed 
from the Canadian scene that 
they can only get teachers of 
English in Canada into serious 
trouble." 

As an example, Scargill 
mentions one widely-used 
imported grammar handbook 
which gives this advice: “Use 
different from.’ English 
usage prefers ‘Different to.’” 

“Now where does that leave 
you?" Scargill asks. 

“What do we care if the 


Turbulent Gordon 
finds book niche 


Few political observers 
would have imagined a 
decade ago that a lengthy 
book would be written about 
Walter Gordon's political 
career. 

Indeed, in 1963 few thought 
Gordon had a political career 
ahead of him. 

But Walter Gordon always 
survived defeat, or, to be 
more precise, near defeat. 

And now Trent University 
professor Denis Smith has 
described Gordon’s turbulent 
career in Gentle Patriot: A 
Political Biography of Walter 
Gordon. 

The 364-page book is 


probably longer and heavier 
than the general reader would 
want, but it does provide gcod 
reference material for those 
interested in politics and 
history, particularly since it is 
well documented with 42 
pages of footnotes. 

Unfortunately, Gentle 
Patriot is somewehat shy of 
deep penetrating analysis. 

Although Smith presents a 
good case to show Gordon 
entered politics to implement 
his nationalist economic 
ideas, he does not say what 
personal inner motive moved 
Gordon to endorse those ideas 
in the first place. 

Smith never explains why

Gordon’s Bay Street peers is 
also superficial. 

He explains the failure of 
members of the business 
community to enter politics 
by saying they consider 
politics an “undignified 
vocation indulged in by the 
socially inferior.” 

Smith seems satisifed to say 
Gordon stayed to support his 
economic nationalist theories. 

Most readers will not be 
satisifed with an answer that 
simple. 

Furthermore, Smith’s 
simplistic answer again raises 
the question: Why did Walter 
Gordon become an exponent 
of economic nationalism in the 
first place? 

There is more to the Walter 
Gordon story than Denis 
Smith has been able to 
discover. 

Gentle Patriot, in short, 
does not say how Walter 
Gordon survived long enough 
to have a book written about 
him—and that is the one 
question which a book on 
Walter Gordon should answer.

Drastic modifications to 
"terminate the present 
university president’s role of 
superman" were urged this 
week by a special University 
of Victoria senate committee. 

Formed some months ago to 
study and recommend 
changes to the Universities 
Act, the committee, chaired 
by John Woods, said: "A basic 
deficiency of the modern 
university presidency is that it 
casts its incumbent in roles of 
the Invincible Knight on the 
Immaculate Charger.” 


To change this role, the 
committee suggests "retiring 
the office of president to a 
somewhat less hysterically 
defined placement” — that of 
vice chancellor, elected by the 
faculty for a term of roughly 
three years. 

"Now,” said Woods, "the 


man who carries the burden of 
leadership is chosen by the 
board of governors and serves 
at their pleasure." 

The shorter term of office 
would allow the vice- 
chancellor to return to active 
scholarship after his term 
expires.

Truckers study 
new proposal 


About 200 Victoria area 
Teamsters met Thursday 
evening to hear details of a 
proposed truckers contract, 
which has already been 
rejected in Vancouver. 

More than 4,000 employees 
of 100 trucking companies in 
the province were involved in 
master contract negotiations, 
and Teamsters Union 
negotiators and Transport 
Labor Relations had agreed to 
a proposal to be placed before 
hoth the companies and the 
union members. 

That contract provided for 
an 18 per cent wage increase 
over two years, and another 
ithree to four per cent in 
fringe benefits. 


When the proposal was 
outlined for Vancouver 
members of locals 31 and 213, 
they decided to send the 
negotiators back for a better 
deal. 

Members asked for a cost of 
living bonus, additional 
vacations, further im¬

Codyre — B.C. Hydro battleground turns to ashes 

Nothing but skeleton 


Two weeks to the day after 
he died, B.C. Hydro razed Pat 
Codyre’s home. 

Nothing remains now hut 
the burned skeleton of the 
home at 1890 Munn that 
Codyre had fought Hydro for 
more than three years to keep. 

His widow. Marie Codyre. 
has still not cashed Hydro’s 
cheque for the four acres and 
house which Codyre had 
called home for 19 years. 

Codyre died Christmas Day, 
a shell of the man who had 


taken on the utility giant and 
fought, virtually alone, to keep 
his home from being ex¬ 
propriated. 

Monday, his widow phoned 
Hydro’s field man. Lome 
Chaney, to tell him her 
husband was dead, she had 
moved into a West Burnside 
apartment and the house key 
was with her lawyer. 

Tuesday the house was 
razed. On Thursday the 
remains were consumed in 
fire. 


Still uncashed is the cheque 
Codyre received from Hydro 
years ago. 

“They gave him a cheque 
for $22,500 and a few cents 
which wasn’t near enough. 
Pat just put the cheque on the 
windowsill. I found it the other 
day." 

Codyre had figured his 
property was worth at least 
$35,000 and his widow says 
Hydro had later relented and 
told them: “Seeing you’re old. 
take vour time to vacate." No 
action, however, was taken to 


adjust the expropriation 
payment. 

Mrs. Codyre is pessimistic 
about the chances of Hydro 
upping payment to make it 
more in line with land values. 

“They can now’ say I have no 
home and can’t go hack." she 
said, “and tell me that’s all 
I’m going to get. Yet less than 
half a mile away, my neighbor 
sold land at $5,000 an acre " 

“I’m really not worrying." 
she said. "God has a hand in 
everything. 

“God is looking after Pal's 
interest — and mine.”

Directors responsible 
for workers' lost pay 


More than $1 million in 
unpaid wages is collected each 
year on behalf of employees 
by the provincial labor 
standards branch — and that 
figure is expected to increase 
under revised regulations. 

The money is collected from 
employers who have become 
financially unstable, or who 
have attempted to bilk their 
employees out of money owed 
in wages, holiday, vacation or 
overtime pay. 

Branch director Bill Hoskvn 
said in an interview that most 
of the complaints investigated 
by the branch are against 
firms which are unable to pay 
because of bankruptcy or poor 
management.

“But.” says Hoskyn, “there 
is always a minority of em¬ 
ployers who would 
deliberately deprive em¬ 
ployees of money to which 
they are entitled." 

Some employers under 
investigation claim ignorance 
of the provision of various acts 
to protect workmen’s wages, 
“but I tend to be suspicious of 
such explanations." says 
Hoskyn. 

One of the most important 
changes made recently in the 
Payment of Wages Act ex¬ 
tends the responsibility of 
individual directors and 
corporation officials. 

Directors are now per¬ 
sonally liable for unpaid 
wages up to the equivalent of 
two months wages for each 
employee who has not been 
paid. 

This provision. says 
Hoskyn. allows employees to 
collect wages even after a 
company has gone bankrupt, 
if the individual directors 
have money. This should 
increase the amount of money 
recovered, he said.

Up to this time, said 
Hoskyn. if the branch 
prosecuted an employer, then 
it could not at the same time 
proceed with a certificate to 
collect money owed. New 
regulations will allow the 
branch to persue both courses 
simultaneously. 

"In the past we obviously 
did not prosecute if there was 
a chance of collecting money, 
since our most important job 
is to see that people are paid 
for the work they do." 

“It happens sometimes that 
a company is going into 
bankruptcy, but the employee 
does not know this. We have 
some priority in collections, so 
that if we have an early 
complaint the chances are we 
will be able to recover wages 
in spite of the bankruptcy.” 

Some employees, said 
Hoskyn. do not seem to un¬ 
derstand their rights under 
provincial legislation. 

Employers, he said, are 
hound by regulation to pay 
minimum wages, and tj pay 
for annual vacations, and 
overtime worked. 

He advised that any cm 
ployee with complaints or 
questions should get in touch 
with the labor standards 
branch which will send in¬ 
vestigators out to the com¬ 
pany. 


“This is an outstanding 
opportunity for people to learn 
about the charismatic 
movement," said one of the 
program co-ordinators.
